Tells OF Batile For Nanking , 
i: Shanghul, Dee, 18, 
An awe-inspiring spectacle of terri- 
ble futitity way scen from the roof | 
of the Italian Embassy on the after 
hoon of December 120 when the 
Chinese defence at Nanking collapsed, 
says Mr. L, S. Smith, Reuter's speclat 
worrespondent, who returned to 
Shanghal aboard H.M.S. Ladybird, 
yesterday aftac covering the siege 
o( Nanking from beginning to end. 


Mr. Smith revealed that the Purple 
Mountain, a well-known landmaris 
north of the clly, «way blazing ‘as 
bursting, shells set fire to trees on its 
summit. To the south three great 
fires sent toweringt columns of smoke 
fo the sky, while Nanking vibrated 
with the impact of shells crashing on 
the waterworks hill west of the city 
where Chinese batterics vigorously 
replicd. Two Jnpanese biiloons 
directed the Japanese fire. 


A sudden change fn the situation 
occurred at 4.30 p.m. when panic was 
observed among the Chincse civilians 
who were scen diving Into dugouts 
and crying out “The dopanese ure in 
the city", Chinese troops were then 
seen pouring northwards towards the 
waterfront. Some were ‘well dis- 
elplincd, other were throwing their 
arms away, but all.were hurrying. 
Almost an entire division streamed 
‘past the American) Embassy and 
reached n point not far beyond when 
scattered shots were heard. Then the 
troops came back reluctantly, the 
betler-trained men of the O8th Divl- 
sion having forced their return. 


Retreat Resumed 


Soon the retreat was resumed with 
the support of other divistons of .in~ 
ferlor-provincinl troops. The Chung- 
ahan Road, a maln artery leading to 
the waterfront, was na solld mass of 
retreating troops and ‘pack animals 
swith guns, many men shedding equip- 
‘ment of grenades, rifles, ammunition 
Sy (Continued on Page 11.)

Thousands Of 
Men’ Withdrawn 


Peiping, Dec. 18. 

Close observers of the Sino- 
Japanese’ conflict believe that 
Hankow need not fear immediate 
attack through the Peiping- 
Hankow railway, as the Japanese 
have not advanced beyond 
Changtch in north Honan, where 
they have been at a standstill 
for several weeks, while in 
Shangi a withdrawal {4 admitted. 
The Japanese troops there at 
present are on the defensive 30 
miles south of Taiyuanfu, and a 
Japanese spokesman admitted 
that the forces were insufficient 
to take the southern half of the 
province. 

Attacks on the railways to polnts 
within 20 miles of Peiping ure fre- 
quent, but it is believed impossible 
that the Japancse will drive even os 
for os tho Yellow River on the 
Peiping-Hankow tne without Icaving 
the right flank serlously exposed, 

The Chinese have destroyed 20 
miles of pallwny south of Changtch, 
and the fact that.75,000 Japanese 
troops have been withdrawn = from 
North China during the past two 
months Is tnken to Indicate that no 


big southern drive is st prasent 
envisaged.— Reuter,

Stowaways Crowd 
H.K. Ships’ Holds 


. Fearing that Japanese opera- 
tions will spread to South China, 
hundreds of Chinese refugees are 
evacuating already. : 

Of 1,000 passengers brought 
to Hongkong from Canton by the 
river ferry Fatshan yesterday, 
over 200 are snid to have booked 
passages for other countries. 
Approximately 400 of the Fat- 
shan passengers were refugees 
from Hankow. 

Immigration laws in the Philip- 
pines, Straits Settlements and clse- 
where in the Far East are preventing 
the exodus from Hongkong becoming 
general. 

Knowlng the horrors of unemploy- 
ment, fumine and aerial bombard- 
ment, fromm which many refugees do 
not belicve Hongkong is safe, 
hundreds of Chinese are stowing away 
at this, port. In an effort to reach 
centres more remote from the scene 
of conflict. 

- Last month more than 100 Chinese 
stowaways were discovered by Sinyu- 
pore Immigration officers, 

Throwlng open the hatches of one 
ship which arrived in Singapore from 
Hongkong recently, Immigration 
officers, carrying torches, searched the 
holds and found a batch of 80 stow- 
aways, They were all nearly over- 
come by the rigours of the journey, 
deep dawn among o cargo of dricd 
fish, cheese, frult and vegetables, 

Leglilmate entry into Singapore has 
been rendered more dificult by a 
recent announcement that the Chinese 
monthly Immigration quota is to be 
reduced from 0,000 to 3,000 from 
Jnnuary 1. The Straits. Government 
has been forced to make this. reduc- 
thon through the-marked falling off in 
the number of Chinese returning to 
China sinte the beginning’ -of 
hhostifltics. ¢ .

The most ghastly road you could 
imagine, all covered with flints that 
played havoc with my tyres which 
seemed all right when we started but 
were really perished. Nevertheless 
we mnde good progress all morning, 
hardly stopping to eat. We had the 
hood down to watch the sky for rald- 
ing Japanese airmen which had been 
constantly machine-gunning automo- 
biles on the highway.

OU have got a lot of wind- 

fall apples, and you want 
to know df you can muke cider of 
them. You cannot, unless you like 
to turn hate the house into a cider 
fuctory. I am tired of seeing re- 
cipes for su-called cider, 

To make elder you want, ‘first of 
oll, vn cider press, Have you got one} 
No, I thought you hadn't. 

So take my advice, and muke 
some apple wine, This’ is a very 
pleasant, refreshing drink, but, when 
giving it to your friends, please don't 
fell them that It is cider, Some of 
them omight know different and 
would say that you were an old 
fraud, 


For cach gallon of water slice up x 


can just cover them with cold water 
und then proceed to make o jelly os 
recommended for the apples. But 
the lemon juice can be left out. 


‘Don’t be Disappointed 


lbs. of apples fairly thickly, but 
don't peel or core them, 

Put them into the cold water ina 
pin oor tub, and give them ou Kood 
stir each day for ten days, 

Then strain off the liquor, and to 
cach gallon of it add three. pounds 
of granulated sugar. 

Stir until the. sugar is dissolved, 
and allow the liquor to stand tor 
three or four days.

If a pinch of baking-soda Is ndded 
to an egg white before whisking It 
will come up better, A pinch con 
also be added to whole egys required 
for cakes and puddings and to baked 
milk puddings such as rice and 
tuploca, It makes them = creamicr, 


but {t must not be more than n pinch | 


or It may tuste the pudding, 

Baking-soda and cream of tartar 
can be substituted for  baking- 
powder in any recipe, For every 
teaspoonful of baking-powder use 0 
teuspoonful of cream of tartar and oa 
small half teaspoonful of baking- 
soda, 

For ginger-brend, cakes and pud- 
dings containing syrup, or treacle, 
baking-soda atone will ralse them, 

There is an advantage In using 
Dbaking-soda, and cream of tartar (if 
necessary), when cakes or puddings 
cannot all be cooked at once. 
Baking-powder beging to net oat 
once In a moist mifxture, but when 
the two ingredients making it up 
are added separately the mixture 
can be left for a little time before 
it is cooked, Remember this when 
you come to make Christmas pud- 
dings, «

Anticipating general ngreement to 
the 35,000-ton 14-inch gun mits sug- 
tested in the London Naval Treaty, 
the Admiralty declded that the five 
new ‘British battleshlps now under 
construction, the King George V., 
Prince of Wales, Anson, Jellicoe, und 
Beatty, are to mount 14-inch guns. 


In connection with this decision It 
tnust also be remembered that plans 
for future construction are prepured 
a long time In advance. The de- 
slans of a new battleship take at least 
a year to complete, and the main 
urmament must be decided upon and 
the plant for constructing It ossem- 
bled.

Indeed, it may be Impossible to con- 
struct a 35,000-ton “balanced” battle- 
ship carrying: nine 16-inch guns, 
Which combines all the necessary at- 
tributes of speed, fuel, protection, 
anti-alreraft armament andthe Ike. 

Japan's secrecy and her Insistence 
upon the 1¢-Inch gun may therefore 
bring thls weapon Into general use 
and create a consequent demand for 
an Increase in the siz¢ of battleships 
to 40,000 or 45,000 tons; an era of 
competitive building which the.

New Laws On 
Betting 
In Hongkong 


A nolification’ in the Government 
Gazette issued this morning _stated 
that as from April 1, 1938, on every 
bet made on any totalisutor or pari- 
mutuel authorised under the Betting 
Duty Ordinance, 1931, there shall be 
charged n duty of two per cent. of the 
amount paid, contributed or .sub- 
seribed. ; a 

The old resolution that the duty be 
charged on the scale determined by 
the Legisintive Council on September 
13, 1934, has been revoked. 

Asked by a representative of the 
Telegraph what effect the new scale 
of duty would have on the Hongkong 
Jockey Club, Mr. S. A, Sleap this 
morning, stated that the effect would 
ke only very slight. Tae Government 
now charges duty on a sliding scale, 
whereas the new Ordinance fixes it 
at two per cent. flat, which would 
make little difference to the Jockey 
Club, said Mr. Sleap.

but lenped over the side of the car 
und ran fifty yards Into the ficlds 
before filnging myself flat.” Later I 
felt a Mttle foolfsh because they did 
not open fire, We could see them 
peering out of the cockplts, and 
examining the car, I swear the 
British flag over the  engine-hood 
saved us. They flew off to the west. 


Took Greater Care 


“We stayed about five minutes 
more In the paddyfeld, as a friend 
sad Inter ‘disguised as < rice plant. 
After that experience we were more 
careful and constantly watched for 
planes. 

“Further on we came across a cur 
which was returning from Nanking 
after delivering rome British naval 
people at the capital. Ao big Unlon 
Jack was painted on the roof, When 
Japunese planes had dived on hin 
the driver lost bis head and instead 
of jumping out and sheltering in the 
ditch, he drove the car into it. It 
was very badly damiged. We sent 
“ta Shanghat for rellef for him. 

“Later we met a nal truck which 
hat been attacked and destroyed. 
There was onty an old mon guarding 
it. We could not ascertain if anyone 
had beers killed. 


Rough, Journey 


“During the tip: we bad nine 
punctures and a blow-out at 40 miles 
an hour. 

“We stopped at a small town to 
net repairs and found it almost de- 
gerted. A man told us it had been 
bombrd a few hours previous and 
200 were dead; The rest had fled, 

“We pot new tyres in Nanking, 
did our work and left | ogain, 
‘A message had come through that 
the nese had retreated leaving 
only one read into the Settlement and 
this was supposed to be under shell 
fire, but we decided to chance It and 
‘collected all the stock we could 
possibly carry. We had to collect 
Mr. Chancellor, the manager of 
Reuters, who had been up to see 
Chiang Kai-shek and was anxious to 
return to Shanghat as soon as pos- 
sible. . 

“We started off at 11.30 p.m. carry 
ing the Official Mail from the British 
Embassy und Mr, Chancellor, the 
three of us sitting in the front- and 
my machines behind. The car ran 
very well, The driver and 1 tool 
hourly turns and were able to make 
very good time throughout the night. 
Only once were we stopped, and this 
by ‘a Chinese soldier truck driver. 
He usked if we had seen a box on 
the rond. It contained a gun and 
had dropped it off his, truck. He 
was driving to the war front at 
Shanghai. We drove fast alming to 
make Shanghal os soon after day- 
break as possible, but ran into fog 
by the Grand Canal und with this 
on one side and a paddy field on the 
other we renlly had to slow down. 


Met Three Bombers 


“We met three huge bombers about 

two miles out of Shanghai. We 
dashed off into the fields again but 
they had not scen us so we drove at 
high speed into the Settlement, Our 
constant worry on the way back wus 
whether we would be able to Ket 
into the Settlement before the 
Jupanese took the last road, fortunate- 
ly the rond was still clear but Iam 
Very glad we left when we did. 
, Shanghai is probably the dirtiest 
“town Tir the World; but it-scemed -Hke- 
heaven driving along the tree Hned 
streets nnd not having to constantly 
watch the skies. I had had five 
hours’ sleep in three days. The 
journey up took cighteen hours and 
the return twelve. The cur ran per- 
fectly the whole way. 


Throughout the journcy we met 
avith the utmost courtesy and assist- 
unce from the military and pollee. 
The Union Jack spread over the 
bonnet and one from the radiator had 
u great effect. It was different than 
one usually meets when up-country 
in China. Country people would 
come up to the car and point to the 
flug und explain to thelr friends that 
this was the British Flag and I was 
'Engllsh, so different from their usual 
ltndifferent manner. 

“It was umuzing to see the way the 
public services are carrying on, the 
buses, trains and posts. -Although the 
roads and train tracks are being re- 
‘gularly bombed, these amuzing people 
smannge to keep their essential scr- 
‘ices poing. At every bridge on the 
round there is un man’ waiting and if 
the bridge or rond is bombed he im- 
ymedintely informs the elder of the 
nenrest village who collects a squad 
of men who quickly make the re- 
pairs.”

SUGGESTION MADE BY

Nearly ever since the service ecased to be underhand, and 
the introduction of the overhead—or, as it was then called, over- 
hand—service was grected with shricks of disapproval on the 
ground that it would “ruin the game,” attempts have been made 
to lessen the server's advantage. These altempts have mainly 
been concerned with hampering the server as much as possibic 
by defining with the utmost strictness where ond how ho is to 
stand to deliver the service, and what ‘movements of his feet he 
may ond may not make during the time that elnpses between 
his taking up his position and the actual atriking of the bail 


with his racket. 


The rules in whlels these attempts 
have resulted, however, ore not 
wholly satisfactory because - not 
more than one umpire in a hundred 
WHI take hix courage Ino his hands 
and enforce «them strictly, Conse 
quently, suggestions have from. time 
to tlme been made in the direction 
of Hmiting the server's advantage 
either by altering the measurements 
of the court so as to reduce the arca 
of the service court, or by making 
him stand further away from the net 
behind the baseline so ns to Increase 
his margin of error, ‘This last {dea 
consisted iy drawing a new fine a 
foot behind the baseline, and allow- 
Ing the server to go through any 
uotles or contortions he ‘liked In de- 
livering the service so long as both 
his feet were behind that Hine at the 
moment of Impact of racket and 
pat, 


UMPIRE’S DIFFICULTIES 


If this suggestion had met ‘with 
npproval {it {s doubtful whether the 
server qwould have been materially 
disudvantaged, but not in the least 
doubtful that the difficulties of the 
umpire would have been increased, 
since the server: would be farther 
away from him, and the exact posl~ 
tlon of his fect (on which the whole 
difficulty arises) even harder to de- 
termine, Besides, the addition of 
more lincs to the court—even outside 
{t—was not looked on favourably, The 
measurements of the court have been 
exactly as they are’ to-day for a long 
way over fifty years. The game has 
been built up and developed on 
those mensurements, and there has 
been a general fecling that if the 
ndvantage possessed by the server Is 


to be curbed it must be done in some): 


other way thon by altering the 
measurements of the court. A. sug- 
gestion that the service-linc should 
be brought a foot nearer the net 
was, for the same reason, dismissed. 
It would have operated much too 
severcly against the server who has 
Jearnt and developed a severe ser 
vice, since services of the “cannon- 
ball” type are pretty well bound, 
from thelr trajectory, to pitch within 
a few Inches of the service-line; and 
if that line were brought a foot 


-noarer—the-net_all._these_would_be 


faults, and. the time and energy spent 
on acquiring a really good service 
wasted. 


A year or two ago a further suge 
gestion wag made by the secretary of 
the L.T.A, Mr. H. A. Sabelli, that, 
Instead of shortening ‘the services 
court, jt should be narrowed. To 
carry this into effect Mr. Sabelll 
suggested that cach serviee-court 


should be narrowed by eightcen 
inches on each side of the centre- 
service line, thus leaving a space of 
a yard wide down the middle of the 
court in-which, if any service pitched, 
it would be a fault. This suggestion, 
while giving the server the nadvane 
tate of his “cannon-ball” in every 
direction snve one, gave the receiver 
a measure of ‘protection jn that he 
would no longer have to be fore- 
armed ogalnst one of the most ace- 
winning services of all, the very fast

bull straight down the middle of the 
court. But’ it decreased the space 
Into whieh thé: server could direct 
the ball, even more than the bring- 
Ing of the service-line a foot nearer 
his net would have donc; and, worse 
stil fram the point of view of the 
“traditionalist,” It necessitated a 
great change {fm the marking out of 
the court, I belleve that it was 
tried, though it certainly cannot have 
been fully tested; Jn any cuse, the 
suggestion passed into the Hmbo of 
forgotten things. ‘ 


FRESH PROPOSAL 


But the fertile brain of Mr. Sabelll 
ly not one to be: discouraged by dis- 
appointment, He has recently made 
a fresh proposal, in hig desire to put 
ap end to the eternal controversy 
over the foot-fault rule (or, rather, 
the rules dealing with service—the 
word “foot-fault” is not to be dis- 
covered anywhere In the Rules of the 
Gume). This consists in slowing 
the server, while keeping one foot 
‘on the ground behind the baseline 
during the delivery of his service, 
to swing the other as far over it as 
he chooses, or can do without losing 
hls balance. In compensation for 
this Mberty of action, be drawn a 
foot or fifteen inches behind the 
cross-service linc, Any first service 
that pitches beyond this new line Is 
not to be a fault but a point scored 
to the receiver: no second service, 
in the case, Is to be allowed. A first 
service that pitches between the new 
line and the ordinary cross-service 
Inc’ js to be a fault, and another, 
service. (as at present) Is to be per-| 
mitted. 


It scems to me that almost the | 
only disadvantage to Mr. Sabelll's 
proposal Is the one on which other 
proposals have struck and foundered 
—the addition of a fresh line to the 
court. There may be others: for 
example, the indifferent player, who 
elther uses his first service ag oa 
sighting shot or else slams it wildly 
down in the pathetle hope that it 
may be good, will certainly tose. a 
great many aces right off and a good 
many. more by “doubles.” That the 
service 


one is true enough but néed present” 
no great difficulty, But the umpire 
in the chair would be in much less 
dificulty than he is now, because it 
is the “swinging foot" that ts, at pre- 
sent, the chief cause of his troubles, 
Also, the proposal has the great ad- 
vantage of not altcring the dimen- 
stons of the service-court in any 
way. : 


THE MULTITUDE WINS 


It would be well worth while to 
experiment with Mr, Sabelli’s plan: 
pretty well anything that would put 
a stop, once and for all, to the cter- 
nal bickerings over the foot-fault 
rule would not only be an advantage 
to the game but a saver of time spent 
in inconclusive arguments at mect- 
ings of the varlous ruling bodics of 
the game.

After allowing for the usual de- 
precintion ete., the loss of $3,931.05 
was transferred to Reserve Account, 

: Club Accounts 

Comparison with last year's figures 
in considering turnover Is extremely 
difficult owing to the fall in exchange 
and the consequent increase in the 
price of imported goods. This is 
speclally emphasised in our Trading 
Account where the turnover has in- 
creased by no less than $20,000 
while our profit under this heading. 
has Increased by $1,480.04 only. 
This however is due in some slight 
measure to reductions in prices of 
drinks, etc. 

The ‘Ngures In Working Account 
ure, however, not affected in quite 
the same manner, and here we find 
that recelpts are up by $2,410 due to 
un increase ‘in subscriptions. 

In Residents Subscription, how- 
ever, there {1s a drop of $1,351, whilst 
subscribers show an increuse of 
$2,761, It will be remembered that 
In the winter of 1034-35 we saw very 
little of the Royal Navy. :

Of 1,000 passengers brought 
to Hongkong from Canton by the 
river ‘ferry Fatshan yesterday, 
over 200 are said to have booked 
passages for other countries, 
Approximately 400 of the Fat- 
shan passengers were refugees 
from Hankow. 

Immigration laws in the Phillp- 
pines, Straits Settlements and else- 
where inthe Far East are preventing 
the exodus from Hongkong becoming 
general, 

Knowing the horrors of uncmploy- 
ment, f{nmine and aerial bombard- 
ment, from which many refugees do 
not belleve Hongkong 19 safe, 
hundreds of Chinese are stowing away 
at this port In an effort to reach 
centres more remote from the scene 
of conflict.

ADMIRALTY DECISION 


Anticipating gencral agreement to 
the 35,000-ton 14-inch gun Hmits sug- 
gested in the London Naval Treaty, 
the Admiralty decided that the five 
new British battleships now under 
construction, the King George V., 
Prince of Wales, Anson, Jellicoe, and 
Beatty, are to mount 14-inch guns. 


In connection with this decision it 
tqust also be remembered that plans 
for future construction are prepared 
n long tlme in advance. The de 
signs of a new batticship take at Ieast 
a year to complete, and the maln 
armament must be decided upon and 
the plant for constructing it nssem- 
bled. As France, Italy, and Ger- 
many were already building 35,000- 
ton battleships, it was necessary that 
the Admiralty should be ready to lay 
down our new ships as soon as possl-

GUN CALIBRE PROBLEM 

The matter of the maximum gun 
enlibre 1s most Important, since in- 
creased gun calibre, with the extra 
welsht of weapons, machinery, 
mountings, and ammunition, usually 
means Increase In the size of the ship. 
Indeed, it may be Impossible to con~ 
struct a 35,000-ton “balunced” battle- 
ship carrying nine 16-inch guns, 
which combines all the necessary at- 
tributes of speed, 
ant}-nireraft armament and ‘the like.

dington well, said Dr. '0. M 
health, at’ a meeting of 
recently. 


In a full statement, Dr. Holden said that to date the 
number of known or suspected cases of typhoid was 27, 
The first was notified on October 19. As inquiries did not 
elicit any common milk or food supply the water question 


was followed. 


In recent years water had very 
seldom been the cause of typhoid 
outbreaks. All the houses affected, 
{t was found, .were on the Croydon’ 
high level area supply, and all the 
cases since November 1, with one 
exeeption, arose in the same areca, 


The Croydon low ‘level ater 
supply from the Waddon and Sur- 
rey Street wells had been continu- 
ously chlorinnted for some consider- 
able time, but this had not been the 


practice for the high level water 
from wells at Addington and Stroud 
Green.

New Laws On 
_ Betting 
In Hongkong 


A notification in the Government 
Gazette issued this morning stated 
that ay from April 1, 1938, on every 
bet made on any totalisator or pari- 
mutue!l authorised under the Betting 
Duty Ordinance, 1931, there shall be 
charged a duty of two per cent. of the 
nmount pald, contributed or sub- 
scribed. 

The old resolution that the duty be 
charged on the scale determined by 
the Legislative Council on September 
13, 1934, has been revoked. 

‘Asked by a representative of the 
Telegraph what effect the new scale 
of duty would have on the Hongkong 
Jockey Club, Mr. S. A, Sleap tis 
morning, stated that the effect would 
‘ke only very’ slight. The Government 
now charges duty on a sliding scale, 
wherens the new Ordinance fixes it 
ut two ptr cent. flat, which would 
make little difference to the Jockey 
Club, sald Mr. Sleap.

Later I 
felt a ilttlo foolish because they did 
not open fre.

TI) swear the 
British fing over the ¢npgine-hood 
suyed us, They flew off to the west. 


Took Greater Care 


“We stayed about five minutes 
more In the paddyfeld, os a friend 
sald lnter ‘disguised as a rice plant’. 
After that experience wo were more 
careful nnd constantly watched for 
planes. : 

“Further on we came icross a car 
whieh was returning from Nanking 
after delivering some British naval 
people at the capital, A big Union 
Jack was painted on the roof, When 
Japanese planes had dived on him 
the driver lost hls head and instead 
of jumping out and sheltering in the 
ditch, he drove the car into it, It 
was very badly damaged. We sent 
to Shanghai for retief for him. 

“Later we met a mall truck which 
had been attacked and destroyed. 
There was only nn old man guarding 
it. We could not ascertain If anyone 
had been killed. 


Rough Journcy 


“During the trip awe had nine 
punctures and a blow-out at 40 miles 
an hour, 

“We stopped at a small town to 
get repairs and found [t almost de- 
serted. A man told us it had been 
bombed a few hours previous and 
200 were dead. The rest hod fled. 

“We pot new tyres In Nanking, 
did) our work and left again. 
‘A mecsane had come through that 
retreated = leaving 
only one road into the Settlement and 
this was supposed to be under shell 
fire, but we decided to chance it and 
collected all the stock. we could 
possibly carry. We had to collect 
Mr. Chancellor, the manager * of 
Reuters, who had. been up. to see 
Chiang Kal-shek and was unxlous to 
return to Shanghal as’ soon as pos- 
sible. 3 

“We started off at 11.30 p.m, carry= 
ing the Official Mall from the British 
Embassy and Mr. Chancellor, the 
three of us sitting In the front and’ 
my machines behind. The car ran 
very well, The driver and I took 
hourly turns and were able to make 
very good time throughout the night. 
Only once were we stopped, and this 
by un Chinese soldler truck driver. 
He asked if we had seen a box on 
the road, It contained a gun and 
had dropped it off his truck. He 
was driving to the -4var front at 
Shanghal, We drove fast alming to 
make Shanghai as soon after day- 
break as possible, but ran into fog 
by the Grand Canal and with this 
on one side and a paddy ficld on the 
other we really had to slow down. 


Met Three Bombers 


“We met three huge bombers about 
two miles out of Shanghal We 
dushed off into the fields ngain but 


they had not scen us so we drove at} 


high speed into the Settlement. Our 
constant worry on the way back wus 
whether we would be able to get 
into the Settlement before | the 
Japanese took the last rond, fortuaate- 
-ly~the-road ~weas-still_clear_but_1_am 
very. glad we left ‘when we did, 

Shanghal is probably the dirtiest 
town in the sworld, but it seemed like 
heaven driving along the tree jined 
streets and not having ‘to constantly 
watch the skies. I hnd had - five 
hours’ sleep in three days... The 
journcy up took eighteen how's and 
the return twelve, The car min per- 
fectly the whole way. 


Throughout the journey we met 
~with the utmost courtesy and ussist- 
nnce frem the military and police. 
The Union Jack spread over the 
bonnet and one from the radiator had 
a preat effect. It was.different than 
one usually mects when up-country 
in Chinn. ‘Country people. would 
come up to the car and point to the 
fing und explain to thelr friends that 
this was the British Flog and I was 
‘English, so different from their usunl 
‘4ndifferent manner. :

aldes effcoting improvements in club 


according to the Captain's report presented at the onnual general 
held in the S, C. M, Post Board Room yesterday. é 


In the nbsence through indisposl- 
tlon of Mr. D, J. Gilmore, the Hon, 
Mr. E. Davidson was elected to the 
chalr, and he rend out the statement 
prepared by the Captain, os follows: 

Considering .all things, I trust the 
yenr under review may be consider- 
ed a salisfactory one, although you 
will observe from the statement of 
accounts that our working profit 
fimounted to $8,883.53 only, compar- 
ed with $18,084.23 In 1936. 

After allowing for the usunl de- 
preciation ctc., the loss of $3,331.05 
was transferred to Reserve Account. 

Club Accounts 

Comparison with last year's figures 
in considerlng turnover is extremely 
difficult owing to the fall in exchange 
and the consequent fncrease in the 
price of imported ‘goods. This Is 
specially emphasised in“our Trading 
Account where the turnover has in- 
creased by no less than $20,000 

_ While our profit under this heading 
hos Snerensed by $1,480.04 only. 
This however fs duc in some slight 
measure to reductlons in prices of 
drinks, etc. - 

“The flqufes in Working Account 

_ are, however, not affected in quite 
the same manner, und here we find 
that receipts are up by $2,410 due to 
an inerense in subscriptions. 

In. Residents Subscription, how- 
‘ever, there fs o drop of $1,351, whilst 
subscribers show an Increase of 
$2,761, It will be remembered that 
in the winter of 1934-35 we saw very 
Httle of the Royal Navy. 

Ladies’ subscriptions have also 
Increased by $1,165; whilst absent 
fees, always variable, have this year 
decreased by $258. 

The liquid assets of the Club have 
increased from $61,245.55 to $73,488.- 
04, o gain of $12,243.39. (These 
Uquid asscts do not include stocks 
of machine spares, linen and crockery 
or payments in advance).

and boarded the Panny six miles 
down river. ‘ 
“The launches suddenly began 
machine-gunning, which was the tlast 
straw. We were certaln that the 
Jupanese soldiers were attacking ur 
and all seattered into the kaollang, 
flattening down. I was in the grenate 
est terror. I had felt as I was cer- 
tain that the soldiers were surround- 
ingg the party in order to. wipe it 
out. The others felt the. same, 
“However the soldiers ‘actually 
boarded the Panoy for o short time 
and then steamed up streain. ec 
re-appeared and watched the Panay 
heel over to starboard-and sink to 
the accompaniment of several explo- 
slons. " 
FURTHER ATTACKS 


“The party attempted to organise 
and collect the wounded men, when 
the terrifying sound. of returning 
planes was heard and bombs shock- 
ed our nerves. We watched two 
planes dive in a thoroughly lelsure 
manner and bomb the Mel Hsia and 
Met Ping on the south bank setting 
them on fire, 2 


“We gave’ up Marshall ond the 


-eight seamen abonrd for dead. Then 


the plune sonred above us, * This 
time -I was ashomed of our former 
cowardice and stood by.alded tn 
carrying the blankets. Captain 
Hughes was taken to cover by the 
who were . bogged up_ to 
their knees, They Were, trembling 
with every step as the planes came 
low and flew over them, expecting 
to be machine-gunned. 

“This ‘performance wis repeated 
flew over 
the south bank. We heard repent- 
ed distant bombing and guessed that 
they Were attacking the Cricket, 
Scarab and others, 

“The  sentlered compuny was 
frozen against a Une of small Stan- 
daid Oll boats, which the Japanese 
troops had picked up on the south 
bank and carried down river in front 
of us al. 

“We were very grateful © fur the 
coming night, when Captatn Hughes 
requested Captoin Roberts to take 
over commind and bezan assembling 
scouts, Who reposted that we were 
on an Island, but th: € se Mess 
boy soon found 2 villng called 
Hokou, from where Paston and Wis- 
ler left for Hohslen. 

“They secured the co-operation of 
the magistrate and the police tele- 
phoned aun American missionary at 
Anking asking him to relay to Mr. 
Nelson T. Johnson brief news of the 
Panay’s sinking. Paxton went to 
Anking by ricksha in order to en- 
sure getting help. 7 


FOUND WOUNDED 


“Tt then went down river with two 
seamen attempting to find a doctor 
and hal€ a mile away stumbled on 
three doubled-up forms lying prus- 
trate in the moonlit clearing, These 
were Kozak, Ziegler’ and Schroyer, 
who were among the first wounded 
to: be landed and given medical at- 
tention, They were all moaning 
softly, tortured with pain and cold 
and begging for water. Two scamen 
returned to the Panay to get water 
and more blankets while I remain-

“Zelgler and Kozak were bleeding 
again, their quilts being red at the 
head and foot. This scene was re- 
peated throughout. Those who were 
not wounded found rellef to their 
own jagged nerves in alding the 
dozen or 14 worst cases. Several 


naval men. iwere_considcrably_wound= 


ed although they did not speak about 
their wounds or show them In thelr 
desire to assist. . 

“Alter four hours of laborious 
work, the task of gathering up and 
putting the wounded on the aban- 
doned launch was completed. We 
and the coolies, towed it up river 
and unlonded the cases to stretchers 
—the Chinese furnishing flat beds 
from their touses—and proceeded to 
Hokou whero there were a handful 
of thatched huts for rice. and wine. 
The Chinese police, troops and the 
mogistrate at Hohsien, Mr, Wang, 
who Is a Syracuse graduate, were 
most helpful. 

“That three-four flve-mile hike to 
Hohsien ‘with Barzini and I accom-

be rescuers und aitempting to go up 
the canal. - 

“Our reception aboard the gun-

before reaching Shanghal, duc to the 
necessity of aiding the party busy 
Minn a list of dend and wounded.

“ft wos duckier than) some of the 
others and shared a Chinese bed with 
Squires. We awoke In brond = sun- 
Ipht and found the anclent clty most 
apprehensive against Sapunese ate 
tuck owing to 
Americans, and the Chinese outhori- 
tles requested us—unnecessarlly—to 
remaln under cover during the air 
alarms, of which there were three or 
four heartbreaking ones during the 
morning, - 

“Foot-blistered, wearled und a 
‘doomed feeling creeping over them, 
the Panay survivors streamed out, to 
breakfast, buying up native cakes to 
the accompaniment of hundreds of 
sympathetic householders buying 
quilts, medicines and socks, some 
visiting the wounded and attempting 
to soothe the poor chaps who were 
trembling, particularly when Japan- 
ese planes dived down and flew low 
over the hospital several times in 
the afternoon, Roberts and Atcheson 
and officers decided that the Japan- 
ese filers were hostilely secking the 
survivors and postponed the 20-mile 
junk Journey to Hanshan until night- 
fall when tedious loading up by 
coolics was resumed, 

“The decision of Roberts was note- 
worthy, reflecting the fears of the 
Panay survivors in view of Mr. 
Johnson's instructlons to remain at 
Hohsicen until they: were picked up. 
Six open junks In which the Panay 
party were cramped up freezing 
reached Hanshan at dawn: where 
friendly peasants in the outskirts sold 
food. The party, after a two-mile 
hike reached the Catholic Mission 
‘compound where “the untiring “At= 
cheson soon broke the joyous news 
that British and American boats had 
arrived at Hohsien and were awalt-, 
ing the return’. of. the, Panay | sur- 
vivors. This put new life Into them 
and they took to the junks ogain at 
daylight and arrived ot 10 p.m. 
They found the landing place swarm- 
ing with the welcome sight of Ameri- 
can and British satlors.from_ the 
Oahu, Ladybird and Bee. Sand- 
wiches were awalting them. I grasp- 
ed Rear-Admiral Holt'’s hand and 
learned that the SBritishers had 
thought that I was dead owing to the

Harbour ... 


Recommendations contained in a 
Report on the Water Supply of 
Hongkong, tabled in Legistative 
Council jJast April, are being put in 
hand by Government with one radical 
alteration. : 

Instead of adopting the recom- 
mendation for the construction of a 
new 18-inch harbour pipe-line, at an 
estimated cost of $200,000, Govern- 
ment has decided to construct two 
21-inch mains across the harbour 
bed, at a,much greater cost. 

Notice .of proposal to construct the 
new pipe-lines is contained in this | 
morning's Government Gazette. 

Work has already commenced on 
dredging the harbour bed to take 
the lines, which will be laid down 
slightly to the westward of the 
existing plpe-lines. 

As soon as the new 21-inch mains 
are completed, the existing lines will 
be abandoned. 

Examination carly this year by a 
P.W.D, diver revealed that the 12- 
Jnch_pipeline_lald_across_the. harbour 
in -1929-30 has practically reached 
the’ limit of its useful life. Corrosion 
has so affected the metal that In the 
event of a fracture of the pipeline 
it is doubtful If reinstatement could 
be affected. Serious corrosion has 
also taken place In the existing 18- 
inch main. The mainland makes a} 
considerable contribution to the;
